The Greater Coronation 


“Coronation” has meant more this year, 
to vast numbers of people throughout. the 
world, than ever before. The coronation 
of King George of England was one of 
rare beauty, majesty, and reverence, and 
was the first coronation ever heard by radio 
throughout the world. Dr. Howard A. 
Kelly, the beloved physician of Baltimore, 
writes the Times of an interesting letter 
he has received from a Canadian friend 
to whom he had sent a pamphlet by Dr. 
Clarence Ussher of Van, Turkey. Dr. 
Kelly’s friend writes: “ ‘Before Governors 
and Kings’ seemed quite in order, as I had 
just been listening to the coronation broad- 
cast. No one looking for the appearance 
of the ‘King of kings’ could have heard 
all the ceremony and not been moved. As the 
thousands shouted, ‘We want the King,’ and 
the millions listening in echoed the same, 
I am sure many prayers joined mine in

asking that they all might want our KING. 
The marvel of the radio achievement, the 
solemnity of the service, the magnitude of 
the Empire as shown by the speeches of 
the different speakers given in the after- 
noon, and the evident reaction of the mixed 
gathering to the different items as heard 
in the room where I was, will make it a 
day long to be remembered. Some who 
never. gave a thought to the cost of 
our salvation were appalled at the cost of 
this.” Dr. Kelly adds: “Surely no other 
nation in the world possesses so many of 
that ‘blessed company of all faithful peo- 
ple’ as England, faithful also in expecting 
the speedy advent of Him who is King of 
kings and Lord of lords. to govern the 
whole world in righteousness for a thou- 
sand years. Many hearts must have been 
filled to overflowing as they were inspired 
by this earthly pageant. And was it not, 
as it appeared to my correspondent, but an 
earthly octave of the infinitely greater ful- 
fillment, graciously granted to encourage 
the long waiting, expectant ones crying, 
‘How long, O Lord, how long,’ the Bride 
with the Spirit crying, ‘Even so, come, 
Lord Jesus!’ How fitting the finale, “The 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with 
you all, Amen.’” 
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The Amazing Prophecy of Judah-Shiloh 


“Judah, thou art he whom thy brethren 
shall praise: thy hand shail. be in the neck 
of thine enemies; thy father’s children shall 
bow down before thee. Judah is a lion’s 
whelp: from the prey, my son, thou art 
gone up: he stooped down, he couched as 
a lion, and as an old lion; who shall rouse 
him up? The sceptre shall not depart from 
Judah, nor a lawgiver from between his 
feet, until Shiloh come; and unio him shall 
the gathering of the people be” (Gen. 49: 
8-10). 


ANY are the threads and strains 
M running from end to end through 

Scripture and proving its divine 
unity. There are types and antitypes, sym- 
bols, Messianic prophecies, Messianic gene- 
alogies, the scarlet thread of blood atone- 
ment. It may be that one of these recurring 
strains in the Biblical texture has been 
less noticed, the Judah-Shiloh, the Praise 
and Peace strain. It starts with tender- 
eyed Leah rejoicing that a man child had 
been brought into the world. “Now will 
I praise the Lord: therefore she called his 
name Judah” (Gen. 29:35). It ends with 
the Lion of the Tribe of Judah in the fifth 
of the Revelation. 


From the beginning of Genesis we find 
the expectation of a universal salvation. 
The depository of this salvation is from 
time to time pointed out,—the family of 
Shem, of Abraham, of Isaac, of Jacob. As 
the patriarchal age closes with the closing 
of Genesis we get the blessing of Jacob 
(Gen, 49: 8-10), the prophetic words which 
mark the line as running through Judah. 
The river of promise spread out into the 
delta of the twelve tribes, but the main 
channel was Judah. This of course is easily 
understood by us in the light of later de- 
velopment. “It is evident that our Lord 
sprang out of Juda,” says the Epistle to 
the Hebrews; evident, therefore, that Ja- 
cob’s blessing of Judah was a God-given 
prophecy. It is perhaps more surprising 
that Judah’s headship was accepted by the 
others, and that for the four hundred years 
in Egypt the tradition of Judah’s leader- 
ship survived unquestioned and undimin- 
ished. The earliest organization of the 
Israelites, that which Moses ordered at 
Sinai for the march through the desert 
and the conquest of Canaan, put Judah in 
the front files (Num. 2). This tribe is 
the first to be mentioned and to it is as- 
signed the east side of the Tabernacle, 
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hence in front of it, as the sanctuary opened 
on the sun-rising. The tribes that sprang 
from the two sons of Judah’s mother, Is- 
sachar and Zebulun, who were born ifn- 
mediately after Judah, pitch next to the 
tribe of Judah. -° ; : 

Judah, then, was the leader of Israel. 
Why was this? 

Not because of any known revelation 
made to Moses. Not because of any ex- 
ploits hitherto recorded of the tribe of 
Judah. It is regarded as a matter of course. 
There must have been some reason for 
this; otherwise it would have excited the 
jealousy of the other tribes and pre-emi- 
nently of Ephraim. The only explanation 
is the blessing of Jacob. The scepter was 
to be Judah’s. 

The entire arrangement of the camp wit- 
nesses to the respect in which the patri- 
archal blessing in Genesis 49 was held. If 
we ask why the tribes of Issachar and 
Zebulun are subordinate to Judah; why 
Reuben, Simeon, and Gad are encamped 
together, why Ephraim, Manasseh, and 
Benjamin, why Dan, Asher, and Naphthali 
are placed in their respective groups, we 
can find no reason save that their order 
coincides practically with that of the bless- 
ing. Reuben as firstborn should have had 
the place assigned to Judah. He is, how- 
ever, assigned the second place. “The ex- 
cellency of dignity, and the excellency of 
power” are taken from him (Gen. 49: 3) 
and given to Judah. Yet Moses has so 
much regard to his original dignity that he 
places him immediately after Judah. 

Coming to Numbers 7, where the gifts 
of the tribes at the dedication of the altar 
are. described, we find Judah again in the 
leading place and the other tribes in the 
same order as previously mentioned. When 
the children of Israel took up their march 
from Sinai after receiving the law and 
organizing their state it is said: “In the 
first place went the standard of the camp 
of the children of Judah according to their 
armies” (Num. 10:14). 

The blessing of Moses loosely parallels 
the blessing of Jacob. Here, too, Judah 
is presented as the fore-champion. “Hear, 
Lord, the voice of Judah and bring him 
unto his people [that is, back after his suc- 
cessful forays]; with his hands he con- 
tended for himself; and be thou an help to 
him from his enemies” (Deut. 33:7, R. V.). 
One hears the echo of aged Jacob’s words 
to Judah, “Judah is a lion’s whelp: from 
the prey, my son, thou art gone up” (Gen. 
49:9). So in Numbers 23: 23, 24, where 
Balaam, after affirming that “there is no 
enchantment against Jacob,” says of the 
Judah-led armies: “Behold, the people 
shall rise up as a great lion, and lift him- 
self up as a young lion: he shall not lie 
down until he eat of the prey.” 

After the death of Joshua the people of 
Israel asked the Lord saying, “Who shall 
go up for us against the Canaanites first, 
to fight against them? And the Lord said, 
Judah shall go up: behold, I have delivered 
the land into his hand” (Judges 1:1, 2). 
Here was a fresh ratification of the choice 
of Judah. Later, in the conflict with the 
Benjamites, the children of Israel asked 
counsel of God: “Which of us shall go 
up first to the battle against the children 
of Benjamin? And the Lord said, Judah 
shall go up first” (Judges 20: 18). 

But another motif from Jacob’s blessing 
appears at ihis time, the Shiloh motif. 
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After the conflicts under Joshua’s leader- 
ship came a period of tranquillity. Israel 


- was Jooking for the coming of Shiloh even 


at .that early time. So they named the 
resting place where they set up the Ark, 
Shiloh, with the significant observation, 
“And the land was subdued before them” 
(Josh. 18:1). The place Shiloh has not 
appeared previously in Scripture narrative. 
It is obviously now given to. Taanath 
(Josh. 16:6). The promise of Jacob was, 
they believed, now fulfilled. “And the Lord 
gave them rest round about, according to 
all that he sware unto their fathers” (Josh. 
21:44). The reference to the Jacobean 
promise is unquestionable, as also in Joshua 
22:4: “And now the Lord your God hath 
given rest unto your brethren, as he prom- 
ised them.” They thought that the rest 
which Joshua had given them (Heb. 4:8) 
was the rest, or Shiloh (for the word means 
“rest” or “peace”), promised by the patri- 
arch. They had but a faint intimation of 
the Messianic rest which remaineth for the 
people of God. 

In David and Solomon we have two sym- 
bolic figures pointing back to Jacob’s proph- 
ecy and forward to Him who was both Lion 
of the Tribe of Judah and Prince of Peace. 
David was the lion-heart. He pitted him- 
self against lions. “Thy servant slew both 
the lion and the bear: and this uncircum- 
cised Philistine shall be as one of them, 
seeing he hath defied the armies of the 
living God” (1 Sam. 7:36). He was 
called to verify the truth of the promise 
given by Jacob to Judah: “Thy hand shall 
be in the neck of thine enemies.” His 
victory over Goliath, fore-champion and 
type of the World Power, prefigures that 
victory when the kingdoms of this world 
shall become the Kingdom of our Lord 
and of his Christ. David’s references to 
the prophecy in Genesis 49 are unmistak-

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The Wailing Wall 
Can you tell me about the time the Wail- 
ing Wall became established in Jerusaiem? 
Also, what sacred Mohammedan spot is 
near it that leads to so much conflict >—A 

Connecticut reader. 

For an authoritative answer to these ques- 
tions the Editors wrote to the well known 
archeologist, Dr. W. F. Albright of Johns 
Hopkins University. Professor Albright is 
Acting Director of the American School 
of Oriental Research in Jerusalem, has 


. lived in Palestine for long periods while 


engaged in excavations, and has written 
many articles and several books on arche- 
ology and the languages of the Near East. 
Here is Dr. Albright’s reply: 

“(1). The Wailing Wall (Kothel ham- 
Ma’ravi, in Hebrew) is the only exposed 
portion of the retaining wall built by Herod 
the Great around the Temple Area, in con- 
nection with his restoration of the Second 
Temple. Statements that it is of Solomonic 
origin are still occasionally made, but do 
not have the slightest value; the Herodian 
date has been established for fifty years. 
Hebrew graffiti (scrawled inscriptions) in- 
dicate that the Jews began to pray around 
the outside of the Haram Area (this be- 
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ing the name of the Arab sacred enclosure 
that. replaced the Jewish one in the sev- 
enth century -A. D.) early in the Islamic 
period (which began about 612 A. D.). 
This devotional interest gradually became 
concentrated at the Wailing Wall, where 
it has remained for over a thousand years. 
For the official report on the history and 
the present status of the Wailing Wall see 
the ‘Report of the International Commis- 
sion for the Wailing Wall’ (London, H. 
M. Stationery Office, 1931, issued Decem- 
ber, 1930). Most other accounts. of the 
matter are unreliable in one way or an- 
other. 

“(2) It is directly outside the Haram 
esh-Sherif, the latter being bounded on the 
west by the wall of which the Wailing 
Wall is the outer face at one point. In- 
side the Haram Area are many Moslem 
shrines, ranking in sacredness after Mecca 
and Medina, — that is, third in the Sunni, 
Moslem world. Among them is the Dome 
of the Rock (erroneously called The 
Mosque of Omar) and the mosque el-Aqsa, 
together with many smaller shrines.”

Demolishing the Ten Commandments in TenuMinvtes

N A recent Monday morning, a 
6) professor of sociology in one of our 

larger state universities faced his 
students in a high state of indignation. In 
his hand he held the morning paper; it 
was the report of a sermon delivered the 
previous day which upset him. Commu- 
nism had been denounced in the sermon, 
on the ground that its tenets violated the 
Ten Commandments; the minister had held 
that the Ten Commandments are eternally 
valid, that to ignore them today will lead 
the modern age into the same chaos that 
it led all former generations into. 

The sociology professor sourly remarked, 
“If there is one thing worse than a political 
reactionary it is a reactionary moralist.” 
He continued: 

“The Ten Commandments are hopelessly 
out of date. They are a tie which binds 
the civilized world to barbarism. They 
are anti-social, and based on superstition. 
They are many, many times older than 
the Constitution; and, I might add, they 
were -written by much more stupid men. 
Unpleasant as their dead hand may be upon 
progress, there were some rather brilliant 
men at the Constitutional Convention. But 
you all know how antiquated their handi- 
work is, how destructive it is in its effects 
upon modern progress. Well, the same 
holds true of the Ten Commandments — 
only more so. . . . Why, any intelligent 
person can demolish the Ten Command- 
ments in ten minutes.” 

This he proceeded to attempt to do. The 
following is an accurate, although not a 
verbatim report of his remarks. While 
his blasphemous words shed. much light 
on the methods of assault on religion «grac- 
ticed by certain professors, the most -sig- 
nificant thing about the incident is . the 
colossal conceit of this professor.. His over- 
bearing arrogance, his egregious egotism, 
his Lucifer-like temerity and effrontery — 
these should stir, as nothing else, the right- 
eous resentment of the Christian citizens 
who pay his salary. 


I. Thou shalt have no other gods be- 
fore me. 


THe Proressor: The First Command- 
ment is the basis and promoter of what 
religious intolerance and bigotry remains 
in this age of agnosticism. The command, 
“Thou shalt have no other gods before me,” 
was, of course, framed by ancient priestly 
politicians, who used it as a yoke upon 
the pecple. They knew that there is no 
God — there are just concepts of God. They 
*had a concept of God which suited their 
purposes very well. They told the people, 
therefore, that no one else’s concept of 
God would be tolerated. They thus created 
a monopoly on God—their peculiar con- 
cept of Deity was the only legal one; all 
others were bootleg. . . . Religious intol- 
erance and bigotry are always evil; there- 
fore this Commandment is now, and has 
always been, a means of degrading those 
who accept it. 


So the wisest, sanest, and truest men 
in history and today have all been mis- 
taken in supposing that the Ten Com- 
mandments were really God’s own 
law, and as infallible and righteous as 
God himself! Or perhaps they were 
not mistaken after all—at any rate, you 
will want to read this “demolishing ” 
by a state university professor who 
exactly fits the specifications of the 
man described in Psalm 14:1: “The 
fool hath said in his heart, There is 
no God.” 


it seemed hardly right that the uni- 
versity professor should have the last 
word on the C d ts, so the 
Editor asked Mr. Linton, the well- 
known Christian lawyer whose writ- 
ings have often enriched these col- 
umns, to venture brief replies to the 
assaults on the Rock of Ages. Mr. 
Linton has done so, and now the de- 
bate is before the jury of the Times 
Family. 











Mr. Linton: The weapon here used in 
“demolishing” the Commandment is the 
dogmatic assertion that there is no God; 
but no man with any training in logic 
would reason from an unproved assertion, 
and no philosopher would attempt to prove 
a universal negative. Writes Flint (Anti- 
Theistic Theories, p. 9): “Before a man 
could be warranted to affirm that nowhere 
is there any trace of God’s existence, he 
must have seen it all [the whole universe] 
and comprehended it all, which would re- 
quire omnipresence and omniscience, or, in 
other words, would imply that he is him- 
self God.” 

The establishing of this implied claim 
can logically be insisted upon before: the 
necessity of further repairs to the Ten 
Commandments is conceded. Meantime it 
might help the college professor to remem- 
ber that a well known man, of larger ex- 
perience and greater wisdom than he has, 
said on two different occasions, “The fool 
hath said in his heart, There is no God.” 


II. Thou shalt not make unto thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any 
thing that is in heaven above, or that 
is in the earth beneath, or that is in 
the water under the earth. Thow shalt 
not bow down thyself to them, nor 
serve them: for I the Lord thy God 
am a jealous God, visiting the iniquity 
of the fathers upon the children unto 
the third and fourth generation of them 
that hate me; and shewing mercy unto 
thousands of them that love me, and 
keep my commandments. 


Tue Proressor: The Second Com- 
mandment is simply a more vicious form 
of the first one. It gives an insight into 
the kind of concept of God which the First 
Commandment recognizes and prescribes. It 
speaks of a jealous God who takes his spite 
out on unborn generations. It presents an 
infantile concept of God. If this concept 
of God could be forever wiped from the 


. 


brain of man, the world at once would 
become a better place to live in. 


Mr. Linton: How glad we can be that 
the great God loves us enough to be “jeal- 
ous” of our affection in return, and unwill- 
ing that it be given to false and hurtful 
objects; and how grateful for the restraint 
of the warning that a man’s sins affect his 
children as well as himself, since that 1s 
the way it works in nature and reality, 
whether or not a man believes there is 
any god-to blame in the matter! 


III, Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain; for the 
Lord will not hold him guiltless that 
taketh his name in vain. 


Tue Proressor: The Commandment 
against taking the Lord’s name in vain is 
more absurd than pernicious. Certainly 
there is no moral or social. harm in pro- 
fanity; on the other hand, no damage is 
done by abstaining from profanity. There 
is, of course, a.real danger in elevating 
a silly taboo into a moral law. There is 
also a menace in this practice of supersti- 
tiously thinking that a God capable of mak- 
ing the universe would be interested in the 
kind of language which puny men may use 
to express their thoughts or their emotions. 
This Commandment stultifies the mind. of 
man. It degrades our thinking, even if it 
does not have any really bad effects from 
a social or moral standpoint. 


Mr. Linton: A man’s name is him- 
self; our expressions of love or contempt for 
the name of any friend or of God is our 
attitude toward his being. 

Even if God were unreal, as is contended, 
his name is that of man’s highest concept; 
and there is a certain reverence due even 
to noble abstractions. Life would be poorer, 
not richer, if men spoke contemptuously 
of self-sacrifice and honor among men, and 
of the name of the God who is the source, 
and in any event the symbol, of all that 
is holy and righteous. And if by chance 
the millions of scholarly believers have been 
right, and he 

“Whose throne is fixed, 

Who reigns ‘supreme, 

The everlasting God,” 
survived the shock of the puff of hot air 
of the statement “abolishing” him, “a god 
capable of making the universe” would be 
a Being of such august majesty, _power, 
and benevolence that nothing could be more 
appropriate than to speak even his name 
with reverent awe. 


IV. Remember the sabbath day, to 
keep it holy. Six days shalt thou 
labour, and do all thy work: but the 
seventh day is the sabbath of the Lord 
thy God: in it thou shalt not do any 
work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy daugh- 
ter, thy manservant, nor thy maidserv- 
ant, nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger 
that is within thy gates: for in six days 
the Lord made heaven and earth, the 
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sea, and all that in them is, and rested 

the seventh day: wherefore the Lord 

blessed the sabbath day, and hallowed 
it. 

Tue Proressor: The Commandment 
requiring that the Sabbath Day be kept 
holy is one of those rules which may have 
been all right at an earlier stage in our 
economic and social development, but which 
is now antiquated. I rather suspect that 
the idea of laying off work for one day in 
every seven was first conceived by remote 
precursors of the labor movement. Possibly 
this Commandment has helped in shorten- 
ing the working week of labor. But, what- 
ever it may have done to gain rest during 
one day out of seven, it certainly can’t ad- 
vance the cause of the five-day, thirty-hour 
week. Of course, it never was an unmixed 
blessing. It served as an excuse for sadists 
who insisted that the laborer “rest” on the 
Sabbath by going to church and filling his 
head with stuffy superstition and morbid 
theology. From a mental standpoint, if not 
from a physical one, it would have been 
more wholesome for our Puritan ancestors 
to have worked on the Sabbath rather than 
to have observed it in the stupid manner 
prescribed by religious morons, neurotics, 
and fanatics. 


Mr. Linton: The trouble with the 
Fourth Commandment apparently is that 
it follows the “law of the octave” stamped 
all over nature, instead of the latest regu- 
lation of some labor union organizer who 
has decreed that five days is long enough 
to work; and further, that some people still 
waste time going to church on that day 
and hearing expounded such words as Paul 
wrote to the Ephesians, “Wherefore put- 
ting. away lying, speak every man truth 
with his neighbour. . . . Let him that stole 
steal. no more: but rather let him labour, 
working. with his hands the thing which is 
good, that he may have to give to him 
that needeth. . . . Let all bitterness, and 
wrath, and anger, and clamour, . . . be 
put away from you, with all malice; and 
be ye kind one to another,” — instead of 
the shouts and shots and curses of such 
“movies” as “Klondike Annie,” and “Mer- 
rily we go to Hell,” and the like. The rest 
of the citizens are apt to be on the high- 
ways risking “sudden death” and dismem- 
berment; and isn’t it a question whether 
the nation could long survive an even more 
ample opportunity for the decay of morality 
and decimation of the population? 


V. Honour thy father and thy 
mother: that thy days. may be long 
upon the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee. 


Tue Proressor: The sentimental Com- 
mandment about honoring one’s parents is 
the blind behind which the children of 
earlier ages were regarded as. chattels. It 
was this Commandment which justified — 
indeed, directed — parents to feed their chil- 
dren into the child labor system. They 
felt that their offspring were not properly 
honoring them unless they readily went to 
work at an early age in some coal mine or 
factory. It was this Commandment which 
added a sense of moral righteousness to 
the natural selfishness and tyrannical dis- 
position of the older generation. The 
young, of course, were threatened with hell- 
fire unless they consented to honor their 
parents in this manner. Hence, we never 
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had a revolt of youth against degradation 
and exploitation in the factories. This in- 
iquitous Commandment crushed even the 
instinct of self-preservation out of children. 


Mr. Linton: Whether or not parents use 
the Fifth Commandment to make their chil- 
dren go to work at an early age, infants 
frequently use the colic to make their par- 
ents go to work at an early hour. Love 
and deference to those who cared for us in 
our troublesome infancy and provided the 
joys of a home would seem to be both 
basically just and practically useful. ‘Thou 
shalt rise up before the hoary head, and 
honour the face of the old man ...I am 
the Lord,” is a blessed commandment, con- 
tributing to social happiness, since those 
who do the honoring will one day be the 
honored, the old have the encouragement 
of being treated with affection and esteem, 
and the young have the benefit of the wis- 
dom and counsel of those who have gone 
before them on the course they must fol- 
low. If “youth must be served,” it can 
be served by nothing so well as by the 
wisdom of age; and the truth of Francis 
Bacon’s aphorism, “Young men for action, 
old men for counsel,” is as well established 
and as useful as any adage the experience 
of mankind has brought forth. 

So far from the labors that most homes 
require of children — filling the wood box, 
milking the cow—being hurtful, Roger 
Babson in his “Fundamentals of Prosper- 
ity” gives them as the chief element in the 
success so often attained by men from rural 
homes. And do we not all know a hundred 
cases of parental self-sacrifice for their 
children to one of exploitation of the chil- 
dren? 


VI. Thou shalt not kill. 


THE Proressor: The Commandment 
against murder is really just a joke. The 
people who believe in it most violate it 
most. Most wars have been the product 
of religious fanatics who believed devoutly 
in the sanctity of human life. It is only 
in this age of agnosticism that anyone even 
really wants peace. The believers in the 
Ten Commandments never really wanted 
anything but war; they just pretended to. 
They are only against killing when it will 
relieve instead of increase human misery. 
Hence, they are all against ‘mercy’ kill- 
ings. That is about all this Command- 
ment does now—block all humanitarian 
advances which seek to relieve suffering. 


Mr. Linton: The evils of disobedience 
to a law or Commandment are powerful 
proofs of its validity and value. The lie 
that Christian men and nations who rev- 
erence the Commandment are the worst 
violators of it is disproved by the Church 
and police court records and the present 
state of the world. Our country regards 
the Commandments and has made efforts 
for peace the sincerity of which no man 
can fairly deny; while Russia, which has 
repudiated them, has built up the greatest 
war machine in history. 

As to “mercy killings,” the distrust with 
which any sick person would take a dose 
of medicine or submit to an operation if 
euthanasia were legalized, and the evils 
and crimes such a custom would introduce, 
are so obvious as not to need considera- 
tion. 

The World War started as a result of 
an assassin at Sarajevo breaking this Com- 
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mandment against murder, and a violation 
of some Commandment could probably 
be found as the real casus belli of every 
war in history. 


VIII. Thou shalt not steal. 


Tue Proressorn: The Commandment 
against theft is meaningless, from a moral 
standpoint. Pilate may well have asked, 
“What is theft?” Proudhon said, with much 
truth, that “Property is theft.” The Com- 
mandment against theft of property, there- 
fore, simply functions to prevent the peo- 
ple from taking back from the capitalists 
and exploiters the property which the latter 
stole in the first place. Hence, it is a 
means of perpetuating injustice. Under it, 
the man who has stolen a lot of property 
and got away with it is permitted to keep 
his ill-gotten gains. And if we try to take 
them away from him, then our worthy 
clergy call us “Communists,” and demand 
that we stop violating their precious Deca- 
logue. There never will be social justice 
in this world until this Commandment is 
tossed on the scrap-heap. 


Mr. Linton: How could society exist 
for a day if the “truth” announced by 
somebody named Proudhon were acied on, 
and if one kept possession and use of only 
what his hands could hold while he was 
awake to retain it? Is every article of 
property possessed by every man “stolen 
property”? Are the professor’s own hat 
and pants stolen property, and are they 
proper subjects for sudden, violent, and 
embarrassing change of possession at any 
moment? If there is a single honestly 
acquired thing anywhere, there is use for 
this Commandment. Would theft be a 
good thing if a “capitalist” (anyone who 
has not yet spent all his wages) took some- 
thing from a proletarian? What’s to pro- 
tect the property of proletarians when all 
is in their hands if there is no rule or 
practice against theft? 

Surely the merry device invented by 
George Bernard Shaw of “making the 
worse appear the better reason,” of stand- 
ing moral things on their heads with a 
serio-comic attempt to make such an atti- 
tude plausible, seldom had a more absurd 
“reductio ad absurdum” than the profes- 
sor’s solemn, oracular “demolishing” of 
the Eighth Commandment. 


VII. Thou shalt not commit adultery. 


Tue Proressor: I considered, pur- 
posely, the Commandment against theft be- 
fore I took up the one dealing -with adul- 
tery. The reason for doing this is_ that 
the Commandment against adultery is just 
a form of the one dealing with theft. Un- 
der the Biblical view, sex relations are 
supposed to be regulated along the same 
lines as private property. Marriage is one 
form of property. Hence adultery is a 
form of theft. Any civilized person, of 
course, rejects the proposition that a man 
can have property rights in the body of a 
woman just because he is married to her. 
We moderns reject the idea that marriage 
can create property intezests in human 
flesh. Hence we must look upon the con- 
cept that adultery is “theft” as a barbarous 


‘ superstition. 


Mr. Linton: It is not property rights, 
or female flesh and bones, that the seventh 
commandment deals with, but the freedom 
and sanctity of contracts and plighted 
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honor and the purity of lines of descent. 
A stock breeder takes more care in pro- 
ducing animals than the professor advocates 
for the generation of immortal human be- 
ings. 

“Jealousy is the rage of a man,” says 
Solomon, and the newspaper beside me has 
more than one account of lurid crimes com- 
mitted during the last week because of 
violations of this Commandment which the 
Creator of human hearts and emotions gave 
to safeguard us against the most madden- 
ing impulses known to men and women. 
Would human life be happier if this Com- 
mandment were really demolished, and the 
husband. going cheerily to work for the 
wife and babies at home did not know that 
his wife’s instinctive and sacred regard for 
this Commandment protected her against 
pollution and his hearth from children of 
uncertain paternity? A “barbarous super- 
stition’ —this rule of the game of life 
which safeguards us against the keenest 
of emotional pangs and gives security to 
the most blissful and peaceful joys known 
to human existence! 


IX. Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbour. 


Tue Proressor: The Commandment 
against bearing false witness is all right, 
theoretically ; but it is all wrong practically. 
Nobody really observes it; it just makes 
for hypocrisy. It is intended to make for 
honesty and truthfulness; in reality it pro- 
motes the opposite. If we got rid of it, 
there would be more honesty and less 
hypocrisy in the world and in our law 
courts. 


Mr. Linton: In dealing with the Com- 
mandment against lying the professor again 
fails to demolish the Commandment and 
attacks violations of it, thereby establishing 
what he undertook to destroy. Just why 
abolishing this fundamental law of morals, 
science, and thought itself would result in 
“more honesty and less hypocrisy in the 
world and in our law courts” is hard to 
imagine, except possibly on the same rea- 
soning that assured us that repealing *the 
Eighteenth Amendment and putting liquor 
under the eye and nose of every man, 
woman, and child who buys anything or 
goes anywhere would result in less drink- 
ing. Truth and accuracy, and the expres- 
sion and recording of true relations between 
men, things, and events, are the very ce- 
ment that holds society together and makes 
scientific discovery possible. 

It would be well for the professor to 
heed this Commandment in making out his 
income tax return, anyway. 


X. Thou shalt not covet thy- neigh- 
bour’s house, thou shalt. not covet thy 
neighbour's wife, nor his manservant, 
nor his maidservant, nor his ox, nor 
his ass, nor any thing that is thy 
neighbour's. 


Tue Proressor: The Commandment 
against coveting has two purposes: one 
is to hold the poor in check and keep them 
in bondage; the other is to glorify the rich. 
The rich, of course, don’t covet anything 
the poor have; they are free from this 
“vice”; hence, they derive a certain saintly 
quality by virtue of their being simon-pure 
of offense against the Tenth Command- 
ment. On the other. hand, the Command- 
ment makes villains out of the poor. If 
they so much as suggest that they would 
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like to have back some of the good things 
of life stolen from them through processes 
of exploitation, they are at once charged 
with being “covetous.” If they are of a 
religious turn of mind, they usually are 
thus “convicted of sin,” and they meekly 
drive all thoughts of justice from their 
minds and reconcile themselves to squalor 
and degradation. The effects of this Com- 
mandment, when practiced in human‘ soci- 
ety, are unspeakably bad. 


Mr. Linton: The diatribe against the 
Tenth Commandment doesn’t recognize, ap- 
parently, that the offence of coveting can 
be committed by anyone but a poor man 
against a “capitalist.” It assumes that no 
one, anywhere, has anything but ill-gotten 
gains in his possession. 

Suppose a lazy non-worker sees his hard- 
working fellow man going home with the 
fruits of his labor in field or factory ; would 
it be a good and not an evil thing for the 
shiftless man to covet his neighbor’s hard- 
earned wages, to steal them from him, and 
possibly to kill him in doing so, thereby 
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“demolishing” in practice three of the 
“anti-social” Commandments which the 
professor attempts to demolish? And if 
the frantic Red dream should ever come 
true, and the management of property and 
affairs were in the proletarian hands least 
skilled and experienced in administering 
them, some regulations will be needed for 
life even then, as always where several 
peopie live together or act in concert; and 
can fewer, simpler, more fundamental ones 
than those Moses promulgated be imagined, 
even aside from all question of their divine 
origin? 

And now I feel like taking my brain 
out and dusting it off after cluttering it up 
with such folly as we have been. consider- 
ing. 

And proud I am of the way I have re- 
paired and restored those Commandments 
after their “demolishing” —as proud as an 
army corps of: British engineers might be 
after they had got Gibraltar all plumb and 
cemented together again after it had been 
knocked to pieces by a bombardment of 
soap bubbles! 

















God’s Good Hand on Me Since My Conversion 


A personal testimony to God's mercy and grace 
in the life of one of his Chosen People

HE public confession of my personal 
[sith in our blessed Lord and Saviour 

Jesus Christ took place on Monday, 
October 20, 1913. In company with two 
other young Jewish believers I was bap- 
tized by our dear brother, Leopold Cohn. 
Some weeks before this I had attended a 
similar service. At that time our brother, 
Moses Gitlin, was baptized. How I envied 
him! I said to myself, “I wish I had the 
courage that that young man has.” Three 
weeks later I was at the very same place. 
The joy and gladness that have come to me 
since I receivéd the Lord Jesus Christ as 
my own personal Saviour are beyond any- 
thing one can describe with pen and ink. 
He has completely changed my life and he 
has become my satisfying portion. Blessed 
be his name! I was confident that since he 
had saved me he had also a plan and purpose 
for my life. I believe he has a plan and pur- 
pose for the lives of all his people. “He 
which hath begun a good work in you will 
perform it until the day of Jesus Christ” 
(Phil. 1:6). 

I continued at the factory until January, 
1914, waiting patiently for Him. I was 
then sent to work on a farm in Connecticut. 
I knew nothing about farm work, but, be- 
lieving God was leading, I went. On that 
farm there were twenty-seven cows which 
had to be milked twice a day. I was taken 
into the barn for assignments and instruc- 
tions in milking cows. This was a work 
which neither I nor my forefathers had 
ever done. Nor had I ever seen a man do

it. In my native country women only do 
this work. It took me nearly a whole week 
to learn to milk a cow. The lessons were 
certainly painful experiences. In the morn- 
ing I could hardly open my hands. They 
felt as if the fingers were out of joint. . At 
last, however, I met with success and. the 
task was accomplished. I wondered. within 
myself, “Why. must I go through all this? 
What has my faith in Christ to do with 
working on a farm, milking cows?” I 
could not solve this at this time, but. it 
was made plain later on. It was the Lord’s 
leading and was all for a purpose. After 
having my “training” on the farm, my stay 
was short. I returned to Brooklyn and 
remained there for awhile. We had blessed 
iellowship in Christ never to be forgotten. 
In April, 1914, I was sent to the Prac- 
tical Bible Training School, Bible School 
Park, N. Y. The school is in a beautiful 
spot of thirty-eight acres on the banks of 
the Susquehanna River. The school pre- 
pared young lives for the Lord’s service. 


‘Yo me it seemed like a little Heaven on 
earth. 


I had only been there a few days when 
I became discouraged, allowing trifles to 
annoy and upset-me. The fact that my 
trunk with the necessary safety razor did 
not arrive on time was used by. the Evil 
One to upset and depress me. I was the 
first Jewish student enrolled at the school. 
Every one was kind and interested in my 
welfare. Miss Mary Scotten was like a 
devoted sister to the students. Other help- 
ful friends were Keith L. Brooks and James 
Allen. Their kindness and helpfulness dur- 
ing my life at the school have left many 
happy memories of the P. B. T. S. which 
was my Christian cradle. 

In spite of all the kindness shown to 
me both by faculty and students I deter- 
mined to return to New York, but having 
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only $1.50 in money I needed carfare and 
I wrote a letter to Brother Cohn telling him 
that, although the place was beautiful and 
every one kind, still I wanted to go back 
to New York. I asked him to send me 
the necessary funds. In my letter I told 
him that if he did not help me I intended 
to leave the school anyway and would try 
to secure employment in one of the Endi- 
cott-Johnson shoe factories near the school. 
In this way I hoped to earn enough money 
to take me back to New York. 

I received a letter immediately from 
Brother Cohn saying he was sending me a 
check for ten dollars, twice what I asked 
for. He advised me to remain at the school 
and not to run away from the place where 
the Lord had put me. He said, “Be like 
the prophet Habakkuk, chapter 2, verse 1.” 
He said, too, that he knew God had many 
blessings in store for me if I only remained. 

After this letter I was more confused 
than ever, saying to myself: “Yesterday 
if I had had this money I would have hur- 
ried back as fast as I could go to New 
York. Now, with twice as much money 
as I need to take me back, here I am and 
do not know what to do.” I rejoice. in the 
Lord and bless him that I took Brother 
Cohn’s advice and stayed on in the school. 
I was there two years and three months. 

The next discouragement that met me 
was a lack of money again. I had no 
funds with which to pay my room rent or 
board. But the All-Sufficient One, who 
is interested in every detail in the lives of 
his children, provided the way. The school 
had cattle and farm land. A young man, 
“ who was in charge of this work, was pre- 
‘ paring to go home at the end of the term. 
‘I was selected to take up his work. How 
_ thankful I was for the farm training I had 

received in Connecticut some months be- 
fore I came to the school! Thus I worked 
“my way through school. 
After leaving the school I returned to 
‘the mission in Brooklyn where I had once 
in blindness and ignorance tried to destroy 
and hinder the preaching of the blessed 
Gospel of our crucified, risen, and coming 
Saviour. Through his grace I became a 
fellow worker with those who were hold- 
ing forth the Word of Life in that part 
of his vineyard. Because he first loved me 
and had forgiven me much, I wanted to 
love and serve him. From the day he re- 
vealed himself to me unto this day, it has 
been my privilege to confess his blessed 
name to many Jews both in this country 
and in other countries by sending the Good 
News through the mail. I praise him for 
the knowledge that our labors are not in 
vain in him (2 Chron. 15:7; 1 Cor. 15: 58). 

In the year 1921 Rebecca Young, a 


Christian Jewess, who had confessed Christ . 


and had been baptized by Brother Leopold 
Cohn at the mission, and I became engaged 
to be married. We met at a conference of 
the Hebrew-Christian Alliance of America. 
In August of that year we were married 
at the mission. 

I had been with the Presbyterian Board 
of Publication and Sabbath School Work 
at that time, and continued with them for 
seven years and three months. 

Making our home in Philadelphia we had 
the opportunity of magnifying the Name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ to many Jews 
whom I met in my daily work and who 
came to our home. 

After the period of time with the Presby- 
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terian Board, I returned tothe mission now 
known as the American Board of Missions 
to the Jews, through which I first heard 
the Gospel, and am continuing by his help 
with this God-appointed witness to Israel. 

To any of our unbelieving people who 
may read this story of God’s gracious 
dealings with one who was a lost sinner, 
undeserving of his love and great mercy, 
I would point you to some of our Saviour’s 
words, and his invitation: “Had ye 
[Jews] believed Moses, ye would have be- 
lieved me: for he [Moses] wrote of me 
[Jesus]” (John 5:46). But he also invites 
you, saying, “Come unto me, all ye that 
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labour and are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest” (Matt. 11:28). There is no 
rest without him.: “To him [Christ] give 
all the. prophets witness, that through his 
name whosoever believeth in him shall re- 
ceive remission of sins” (Acts 10: 43). 
“Blessed are all they that put their trust 
in him” (Psa. 2:12). 

To any of God’s people who may read 
this humble testimony, I would invite your 
prayers and fellowship in sending out the 
Good News of Him who is our Light, our 
salvation, our alf in all.

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ary, John Simonton, came into a town 

in Southern Brazil at evening, seeking 
a lodging for the night. But he had been 
preceded by Jesuit priests who ordered all 
and sundry to refuse “the wolf” even so 
much as a glass of water. There were no 
evangelicals for miles around, so the mis- 
sionary asked if there happened to bé a 
freemason in ‘the neighborhood. He was 
directed to the house of a substantial farmer 
and merchant, Senor Rizzo. The visit 
ultimately turned Rizzo into a. Presbyterian 
elder, with two sons preaching in Brazil. 
The third son is evangelizing the Portu- 
guese in Newark, Dr. Samuel S. Rizzo, 
trained at Princeton Seminary and a Ph.D. 
of Columbia. 

“Ten years ago,” he writes, “I left the 
interior of Brazil, where two organized 
churches and seven congregations had been 
established ‘in a radius of about fifty miles. 
The district was covered mostly on horse- 
back, and my sermons had to be prepared 
during these journeys. While in Princeton 
I held regular services in the City Mission 
Building in New York City, calling on 
Portuguese families and doing personal 
work among them: When the time came 
for me to return to Brazil I was deeply 
moved by the unforgettable sight of the 
little group of believers who, with tears 
in their eyes, came to bid me farewell on 
the pier in New York.” 

The Brazilian evangelical leader, Pro- 
fessor Eramso Braga, urged him to take 
up the evangelization of the half-million 
Portuguese in the United States. So he 
finally returned, settling in Newark where 
there was a flourishing colony of 8,000 
Portuguese, with stores, _bank-agencies, 
restaurants, physicians, and vernacular 
newspapers, but with no religious teaching 
either Protestant or Catholic. 

The first Portuguese. service was held 
in the rear room of the Sixth Presbyterian 
Church, in June, 1929. The first hymn 
was, “There shall be showers of blessing.” 
The Protestant Portuguese now have their 
own church, a cosy, dun-colored stucco 
church on Lafayette Avenue, where Dr. Al- 
bert Lyle had a long and fruitful ministry. 
Here is.a new graft on the old stock, and 
one of great promise, One notices the 
Portuguese signs, Entrata franca (“Free 


Yow ago a travel-stained mission- 


admittance”); Sereis sempre bemvindos 
(“You are always welcome”). The money 
motives of the old Roman “shop” are not 
in evidence here.. Down the avenue some 
blocks is another church, the old Baptist 
Church Sunday School, once attended by 
Chief Justice Hughes as a boy. It lan- 
guished, then was abandoned, and is now 
a Spanish-Portuguese Catholic church. A 
member of Dr. Rizzo’s church gave the 
Franciscan priest in charge the first Bible 
in Portuguese he had ever seen: 

The Portuguese are very friendly to Dr. 
Rizzo. The Roman Catholic Church has 
lost all hold upon them. When the Portu- 
guese cardinal was recently invited to visit 
California no Portuguese hall in Newark 
would open to him. They did not wish to 
offend Dr. Rizzo! On Labor Day the Fed- 
erated Portuguese churches in the East 
come together for union services and fra- 
ternal fellowship. The Portuguese consul 
in Boston actually went to Cambridge, 
Mass., to hear. Dr. Rizzo speak at this 
gathering rather than to New Bedford to 
meet the Cardinal. Yet he is the leading 
Portuguese personality in New England 
and not a Protestant. The overwhelming 
number of these people are from Portugal, 
not from Brazil. “They look on us with 
good eyes,” said Dr. Rizzo -to me, using 
the Portuguese phrase. He is often asked 
to speak at their secular meetings, as at 
Portuguese insurance societies, and when 
he goes from door to door with his wife 
to visit them in their homes he is cordially 
received. 

Here is a church on the lines. of primi- 
tive Christianity. It has, at the time of 
writing, already sixty-nine members, all 
of whom heard the Gospel for the first time 
in Newark. But numbers are not the first 
consideration. Church attendance is often 
three times the membership. Inquirers 
take an instruction course of six months. 
Discipline is strict and the consequence is 
that the church is an élite body. A lay- 
men’s preaching .class has been founded by 
Pastor Rizzo with an enrollment of fifteen, 
to develop Spirit-filled evangelists. Two 
have already volunteered for mission work 
in..Portugal and the little church even now 
makes a yearly contribution to mission 
work in the. homeland. One of the volun- 
teers is an iron founder, a man of great 
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strength who is doing the heaviest kind of 
work. After conversion he put himself 
through an elementary and high school 
course in his evenings, and plans presently 
to enter the National Bible Institute. Evi- 
dently this is the Spirit’s plan for evan- 
gelization. Portuguese, Italians, Spaniards, 
Poles come to the United States. When 
they are converted they make the ideal mis- 
sioners for their homelands. 

On Wednesday evening is the church 
prayer meeting; on Friday, “the family 
prayer meeting,” when all wrestle in prayer 
on their knees for definite conversions, 
prayed for by name. Last year twenty 
were asked for and eighteen were con- 
verted. This year they are asking for 
twenty-five. Remember this, ye churches 
who have abandoned prayer meetings alto- 
gether “because the people won’t come.” 

The church, which was definitely or- 
ganized in October, 1935, after much prayer 
for the Spirit’s guidance, has already sev- 
eral preaching out-stations. The Sunday 
morning service is a Bible class at half- 
past nine. At two, Pastor Rizzo preaches 
at Carteret, N. J.; at half-past three at 
Elizabeth, and at Newark again at half-past 
seven. Every other Sunday there is preach- 
ing at Yonkers and work in Jamaica, Long 
Island, is in prospect. Mr. Rizzo’s elders 
assist in these. alternate services. Among 
them is Dr. Manuel Conceicao, a graduate 
of the University of Coimbra, the chief 
Portuguese University, who was led to 
Christ. through Dr. Rizzo. 

All the repair, painting, and cleaning of 
the church building is done by members 
without charge. Five members take turns 
in caring for the building, the furnace fire, 
and the like. Collections are not taken by 
passing a plate, but a box is provided where 
the members place their offerings on the 
first day of the week as directed in 1 Cor- 
inthians 16:2. Last year $1,224 was con- 
tributed by forty-three members, most of 
them manual laborers with meager in- 
comes. The church has had an inspiring 
example in the self-sacrifice of their pastor. 
At one time in the struggle to get started 
Dr. Rizzo gave $1,300 of his own money 
and had to send his wife and children back 
to Brazil with money provided by the par- 
ents. Dr. Rizzo’s consecrated wife is from 
a well-to-do Brazilian family and herself a 
capable evangelist. 

Here is a Brazilian missionary to the 
United States. He has come to help us 
solve. one of our greatest civic and re- 
ligious problems,—the evangelization of 
the strangers within our gates. He is go- 
ing at it in the right way, keeps to the 
central highway of salvation through 
Christ, and does not digress into the fads 
and novelties which so often paralyze city 
mission work. He is holding the line in 
an old outpost of Presbyterianism. Samuel 
S. Rizzo should certainly have the ample 


- backing of his fellow churchmen. 


Faithfulness to light recetved, and a sin- 
cere endeavor to conform to the means 
prescribed in the Word of God, with a 
humble application to the blood of sprin- 
kling, and the promised Spirit, will un- 
doubtedly be answered by increasing meas- 
ures of light, faith, strength, and comfort;

able. Thus 1 Chronicles 5:2, “For Judah 
was mighty among his brethren and of him 
the prince was to come” (Hengstenberg’s 
translation) ; and even more definitely in 
1 Chronicles 28:4: “The Lord God of 
Israel chose me . . . for he hath chosen 
Judah to be the ruler; and of the house of 
Judah, the house of my father; ... he liked 
me to make me king over all Israel.” One 
hears the same reminiscent note at times 
in the Psalms. Thus in Psalm 60:7, 
“Judah is my lawgiver,” which is a quota- 
tion of “the sceptre shall not depart from 
Judah, nor a lawgiver from between his 
feet, until Shiloh come.” 

There is little doubt that David names 
his son and successor Solomon (peaceable) 
because he looked for him to be a type of 
the prophesied Shiloh. After the conflict 
and struggle of his own life, peace! As 
the Israelites after the conquest of Canaan 
dedicated Shiloh for a memorial of their 
rest, so was it to be with Solomon. In 
1 Chronicles 22:9 David quotes the Lord’s 
words to him: “Behold, a son shall be 
born to thee, who shall be a man of rest; 
and I will give him rest from all his ene- 
mies round about: for his name shall be 
Solomon, and'I will give peace and quiet- 
ness unto Israel in his days.” 

And this indeed marked the Solomonic 
era. “He had peace on all sides round 
about him” (1 Kings 4:24). “But now 
the Lord my God hath given me rest on 
every side, so that there is neither adver- 
sary nor evil occurrent” (1 Kings 5:4). 

The great Messianic Psalm, 72, “A 
Psalm for Solomon,” pictures in inspired 
lines the glories of the kingdom of the com- 
ing Shiloh. It foreshadowed the “greater 
than Solomon” whom our Lord declared 
himself to be. “His name shall endure 
forever: his name shall be continued as 
long as the sun,” says the Psalmist. “Of 
the increase of his government and peace 
there shall be no end,” cries the prophet 
in antiphon, in his announcement of the 
coming child whose name should be the 
Prince of Peace (Isa. 9:7). “And unto 
him shall the gathering of the people: be,” 
said the patriarch (Gen. 49:10). “And 
all nations shall flow unto it,” respond the 
prophets Isaiah and Micah in their pic- 
ture of the Millennial Kingdom (Isa: 2: 
27 Mic. 42:1,-2): 

Other allusions, more or less obvious, to 
Genesis 49: 8-10 are scattered through the 
prophets. Isaiah speaks of Jerusalem as 
Ariel, the Lion of God, the city where David 
encamped. Ezekiel announces overturning 
and overcoming, “until he come whose right 
it is” (Ezek. 21: 27), the prophet combining 
the note of the Seventy-second Psalm with 
that of Genesis 49. It is not without sug- 
gestiveness that the lion-like prodigies of 
valor which marked Maccabean times were 
accomplished by one bearing the name of 
Judas (Judah). This stormy period of 
national struggle was as the Davidic era 
to that of Solomon’s peaceful sway,—a 
sort of prologue to the coming of Christ. 

The Gospel opens with the annunciation, 
“PRAISE [doze] to God in the highest 
and on earth PEACE.” “Thou art he 
whom thy brethren shall praise,’ were the 
opening words of Jacob’s prophecy regard- 
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ing Judah; “Until Peace [Shiloh] come,” 
the closing ones. Christ.is the true Judah, 
he by whom God is glorified (John 14: 13). 
Shiloh (Peace), the first name under which 
the Saviour is typically celebrated in the 
Old Testament, is heard at the opening 
of the New, the first words introducing the 
Saviour into the world. 

And when we come to the Bible’s end we 
find the same allusions to Genesis 49, “The 
Lion of the tribe of Juda ... hath pre- 
vailed,” said the elder (Rev. 5:5). The 
elder, as Bengel remarked, pointed John to 
the Lion, but John beheld a Lamb (v. 6), 
emblem of innocence, patience, and gentle- 
ness, the embodiment of. Shiloh.

A Call to Prayer for Ethiopia

N TIMES of national calamities, Chris- 

tians should unite to pray. The past 
two years have brought calamity to 
Ethiopia. 

Two years ago the United Presbyterian 
Church had three mission stations and 
about twenty workers in Ethiopia. Two 
of these are now closed, and the Addis 
Ababa work alone is functioning, with six 
workers. Two Swedish missions had five 
mission stations, with about eighteen work- 
ers. These are now all closed, and the 
workers expelled. The Bible Churchmen’s 
Missionary Society had two stations, with 
about twelve workers; these stations are 
now closed, and the missionaries expelled. 
The Sudan Interior Mission had fifteen 
mission stations and eighty workers. They 
now have but two ‘stations and _ thirty 
workers. The interior stations have all 
been closed. 

Native Christians have been imprisoned 
unjustly and killed, missionaries have been 
unjustly treated and scorned, mission prop- 
erties appropriated and no compensation 
given. In spite of all the efforts of Rome 
to the contrary, the native church has in- 
creased, and believers’ faith has been 
strengthened, and revival has broken out. 

The end is not yet. The end of oppres- 
sion and suffering is not yet. The end of 
patient endurance of wrong and injustice is 
not yet. The end of the enemy’s attempt 
to pluck up the good seed planted is not 
yet. 

‘ Pray for the native believers, that their 
faith waver not. Pray for the mission- 
aries still there, that having done all, they 
may stand. Pray that they may be kept 
there. Pray that all the powers of hell 
may not prevail against His church. Pray 
that governments hitherto so unwilling to 
interest themselves actively in behalf of 
securing justice for our American and Brit- 
ish missionaries may be stirred up to take 
a strong stand against the further expul- 
sion of missionaries. Pray that the way 
may be opened for God’s messengers, who 
have been expelled, to return. 

At this very moment a critical situation 
exists, and there is danger of the work 
that is still being carried on being closed. 
Washington and London through strong 
governmental representation at Rome could 
easily prevent this. Pray that God’s will 
might be done, and that even the shame- 
ful wrong. and injustice done in Ethiopia 
may be turned to His glory. Pray!

Approach to the Lesson 


HE law has been likened to a great 
] mirror let down from Heaven in 

which men may see themselves as 
they are. Moody remarked that we look 
into a mirror to see if our face is clean, 
but we would not think of using the mir- 
ror to wash off the dirt. This study of 
the Ten Commandments should do for our 
classes, and for each of us individually, 
the thing that is needed above all things 
today: it should bring to us a conviction of 
sin. The study should bring also a vision 
of the desperate spiritual and moral condi- 
tion of America, and stir us to pray for 
the righteousness that exalteth a nation. 


The Historical Setting 


Israel arrived at Sinai in the third month, 
probably on the first day of the month 
(Exod. 19:1), forty-five days after leav- 
ing Egypt, perhaps in 1491 B. C. For the 
place of Sinai in Exodus see the preview 
on the front page of the Times of June 109. 


Verse by Verse 

Exodus 20: 3.—Shalt have no other gods 
before me. The whole world was sunk in 
polytheism, the worship of many gods. The 
foundation of all morals and ethics and re- 
ligion is that God is,— one God only.

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make an image with the purpose of wor- 
shiping it; this phrase must be read with 
the opening sentence of verse 5; it is not a 
prohibition of pictures or likenesses. God 
is not only One, and the creator of the 
universe, and separate from his universe, 
but he is spirit, and must be worshiped “in 
spirit and in truth” (John 4:24). Idolatry, 
which held all nations of the earth in its 
grip, including Israel, strikes at this true 
worship of God. In making the golden calf, 
Israel claimed that they were worshiping 
Jehovah through the image (Exod. 32: 4). 


Verse 5.—I the Lord thy God am a jeal- 
ous God. Because of his love for his peo- 
ple. Worshiping any other god is spiritual 
adultery (Exod. 34:15). His name is 
called “Jealous” (34:14; cf. Jas. 4:4, 5, 
R. V., marg.). Visiting the iniquity of the 
fathers upon the children. God visits in- 
iquity that men may fear him and turn 
from their sin (Exod. 34:6, 7), also be- 
cause he is the holy God and must punish 
sin. Children do suffer from their par- 
ents’ sins, yet God does not unjustly pun- 
ish the children for the parents’ sins, but 
for their own sins (Deut. 24:16; Ezek. 
18: 1-20). 

Verse 6.—Shewing mercy unto thousands 
of them that love me. God’s mercy ever 
abounds far more than his judgment (cf. 
Deut. 7:9; Rom, 5: 15-20). 

Verse 7.—Thou shalt not take. the name 
of the Lord thy God in vain. Swearing 
falsely by God’s name (Lev. 19:12), us- 
ing God’s name flippantly or lightly or too 
familiarly, using profanity, not reverencing 


2Or, besides me. *Or, a thousand gen- 


God and the holy things belonging to him 
are ways of breaking this commandment. 
It is kept by reverencing the name: “Hal- 
lowed be thy name.” 


Verse 8.—Remember the sabbath day, to 
keep it holy. “Remember” seems clearly 
to point back to a previous well-known 


hallowing of the day (Gen. 2:2, 3; 7:-43° 


8:10; Exod. 16: 5, 22-30). This command, 
like the others, has its basis in the nature 
of God and of man; man in his physical 
being needs the rest, and in his spirit needs 
the day for worship (vs. 9-11; cf. Exod. 
31: 12-18; 35: 1-3; Deut. 5:15; Isa. 56: 2- 
6; 58: 13; Jer. 17: 21-27; Ezek. 20: 12, 24). 
The day was changed after Christ’s resur- 
rection to the first day, but the essential 
feature of one day in seven for rest and 
worship continues unchanged. See Lesson 
Questions. 


Verse 12—Honour thy father and thy 
mother: that thy days may be long upon 
the land. The New Testament quotation 
of this command shows its. permanent char- 
acter, not limiting it to the Israelites (cf. 
Eph. 6: 1-3). 


Verse 13.—Thou shalt not kill. Not re- 
ferring to killing in war nor in capital 
punishment, nor to the killing of animals, 
but to murder (Matt. 19: 18). 


Verse 14.—Thou shalt not commit. adul- 


‘tery. Next to the sanctity of life is men- 


tioned the sanctity of the family and the 
marriage relationship, which is ._of- God, 
and is honorable and undefiled. (Heb. 13: 
4).

The Heart of the Lesson 

God’s manifold moral law, the expression 
of his will for men on this earth, is mar- 
velously yet simply summed up in the Ten 
Words of the two. tables of the law given 
at Sinai; our Lord then sums up these 
ten in two words, to love God supremely 
and our neighbor as ourselves; Paul sums 
up the whole obligation in one word: “Love 
is the fulfilling of the law” Rom. 13: 10). 
The thirteenth of First Corinthians tells 
us how love behaves itself. So also do 
the Ten Commandments, especially when 
interpreted in their spiritual meaning. But 
we have no power to behave ourselves that 
way. So the law condemns us. We are 
under the curse of the broken law. But 
(Oh, glorious “But”!) Christ has redeemed 
us from the curse of the law; his righteous- 
ness is made over to us: “Christ for us.” 
Then we have “Christ in us”: the fruit 
of the Spirit is love, and in proportion as 
we walk by the power of the Spirit, the 
righteous requirements of God’s law are 
fulfilled in us (Rom. 8:4). We still need 
the law of God as our standard of right- 
eousness. The risen Christ is our standard, 
and he delighted to do the will of God: 
God’s law was within his heart (Psa. 40: 
7, 8; Heb. 8:10; 10:7, 16).

Preach the law! Not as a means of sal- 
vation, or of getting right with God, but 
in order to convict sinners of the need of a 
Saviour, and to convict saints of sin and 
of the need of cleansing and victory. 


Am I loving? Am I chaste? Am I 
honest? Am I truthful? Am I unselfish? 
These are the questions asked by the last 
five commandments. They are not to be 
kept in a negative way, but by Christlike- 
ness, possible only through the Holy Spirit. 


Have we been convicted of the exceed- 
ing sinfulness of sin? That is, of our own 
sin. This is one of the purposes of the law. 


What are we doing for the lost in 
heathen lands? There are about seven hun- 
dred millions for whom Christ died who 
have never heard. And they are our neigh- 
bors, in deepest need of the thing that we 
have.

The world needs to go to Mount Sinai 
before it is ready to go to Mount Calvary.

To the extent that Moses kept the law, 
he kept it by grace through faith; but he 
did not keep it perfectly, and he needed 


a Saviour every moment of his life, as we 
do. 


When Israel sought to obtain righteous- 
ness by the works of the law, they were 
not carrying out God’s will, but. stumbling 
over the truth (Rom. 9: 30-32). 


Law says, Do and live; Grace says, Live 
and do, 


The Old Covenant says, Obey me, and 
I will be your God. The New Covenant 
says, “I will be your God, and ye shall 
obey,’”—the law written on the heart 
(Heb. 8: 7-12; 10:13).

The Fourth.—Remember the sabbath 
day, to keep it holy (Exod. 20:8). We 
are given the whole Ten for a single les- 
son. Which three do you think are the 
most pertinent for those you are to meet? 
Well, here you have the three I have 
selected for those who will be in my 
classes. 


I think that most people will agree with 


me that one of the things that promise no 


good for our country is the growing Sab- 
bath desecration, and what goes with this 


_ “Tet down of the day.” 


From many years’ observation I have 
found that when a boy or girl goes to the 
bad, this start down usually begins on High 
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Level number 4. If you don’t get what I 
mean turn to Isaiah 58:13, 14. 

This passage still remains all down the 
centuries the gilt edge promissory note, 
signed “Holy Spirit.” This is one of the 
vice versa promises, pointing downward as 
well as upward. 

For years I have been saying in this 
Corner, and in my classes, and on the 
street, that while in our poor human weak- 
nesses we are continually breaking God’s 
laws inadvertently, no one can deliberately, 
murder-in-the-first-degree break one of 
God’s laws and “get away with it.” 

A few years ago an attack was made 
on the closed Sunday law in a certain 
state. The legislature, with the help of 
the then Governor, let in the “opening 
wedge” with Sunday baseball. The farmers 
protested, the Sunday schools protested, the 
women protested, the church protested, the 
Y. M. C. A. protested all in vain. 

What happened? At the next election 
the state, which was one of the most rock- 
ribbed in the Union for one party, reversed 
its vote. The offended “church folks” did 
not vote at all or changed their alle- 
giance. 

Coatesville for. years had been almost 
unanimously for one party. .Some one fig- 
ured there were 4,000 church member 
voters in Coatesville, almost all for this 
party. But only about 1,300 took the trou- 
ble to vote. 

That is to say, “the church folks” didn’t 
forget the open Sunday “sock-on-the-jaw” 
by the party they had always. sup- 
ported. 

Here is a significant pointer for you in 
the connection: The fillers of good situa- 
tions in Coatesville (and in other villes) 
are not recruited from the Sunday baseball 
games and the jaloppy races. 


The Fifth.—Honour thy father and thy 
mother (v. 12). At the time of writing 
this note many parents are in despair about 
their boys and girls. Some of them now 
and then write me for advice. You will 
gather from this paragraph what advice 
I give. 

“T don’t know what’s come over our Bob; 
can’t do a thing with him,” complains Dad. 

“Our Sallie is worrying the life out of 
me. I can’t seem to get her to do anything 
I say,” wails Mother. 


Bob is busy “sportin’,” and Sallie is 
“runnin’,” and the good old “first com- 
mand with promise” is having all its lov- 
ing-kindness knocked out of it sky high — 
or down dale rather! (Eph. 6: 2.) 

Both Bob and Sallie are running wild 
under the Devil-suggested notion that they 
have forgotten more than Father and 
Mother ever knew. So Bob plays the slot 
machines and “ponies” and all the rest, 
while Sallie blows smoke through her nose 
and cultivates the associations of the “cock- 
tail hour.” 

And as the radio news-giver ends up his 
report, “For details and particulars see 
your daily papers.” 

But what would be the use of presenting 
the Bob and Sallie situation and malady if 
there was no cure for it? There is, how- 
ever, a very simple remedy that costs noth- 
ing but clean clothes. Here it is: The 
Sunday school for the whole family. 

As I pause here in writing this note, I 
am running over in my memory all the 
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churches in town. Listen! I cannot dig 
out of a mighty good memory a single case 
of boy or girl going to the bow-wows from 
a Sunday school family. 

Suppose you try it out where you live 
(Deut. 31:12, 13). 

Years ago I had a pretty fair sort of a 
boy in my Rock Run Mission Sunday 
School, inclined, however, to be somewhat 
erratic and unmanageable. I feared for 
him and his future. I went to his father, 
who was a class leader in a church down- 
town and quite active and voiceful in his 
religious profession. I said to him, “I am 
afraid for your boy Jack.” “Oh, I can’t 
do nawthin’ with him,” said the father. I 
replied, “If you will come into Rock Run 
Sunday School with him instead of going 
downtown to meeting Sunday afternoons I 
think we might do a lot with him.” 

But Dad never came to Rock Run Sun- 
day School. He went downtown where he 
was much in evidence in the class meetings 
of his church. His boy Jack left the school, 
and “went the pace,” and we saw him 
buried in a drunkard’s grave. 


The Tenth.—Thou shalt not covet (v. 
17). “To indulge in inordinate desire.” 
“To desire earnestly.” These are two 
definitions of the word “covet.” 

If I were making a chart of the Ten 
Commandments I think I would like to 
print this tenth one with a skull and cross- 
bones on a red background. 

Did you ever stop to think the only 
hopeless sinner in all the New Testament 
was a victim to covetousness? His name 
is Judas (Matt. 26:14). 

Covetousness has been the world’s great- 
est blood-shedder. In the Bible times, 
Syria, Babylon, and Egypt coveted the land 
of Milk and Honey, and when the Jews 
let go of their God, came after the riches 
with sword in hand. 

Then came Alexander the Great, a young 
man with a war complex, crying with 
tears like an Oliver Twist for “more” kill- 
ings and “more” conquering. 

After Alexander came the Czsars, and 
with them the blood ran red from Britain 
to Egypt. In due course came that greatest 
of European coveters, one Napoleon Bona- 
parte, and continental Europe’s fields were 
fertilized with the young blood of her 
boys. 

Then came the Great War, with the 
highest explosives, machine guns, airships, 
and the most efficient and up-to-date kill- 


ing machinery. Well, if it was not the 


forgetting of God and this Tenth Com- 
mandment in particular, that brought on 
this deluge of America’s and Europe’s best 
young blood, pray stand up and tell the 
world what else it was. 

Our jails are overcrowded with criminals, 
and the electric chairs are kept occupied, 
and in many jails are a “waiting list” be- 
cause misguided men: covet. 

“Public Enemy Number One” becomes 
the hunted criminal because he neglects to 
obey God’s “Number ro.” © The love of 
money, the inordinate desire for money, 
which is covetousness, is the root of all 
evil. 

The New Testament has much to say on 
the subject of covetousness. I like He- 
brews 13:5 and 6. What a world this 
would be if we lived up to these verses!

AY, fellows, as you face life with all

Little Jetts Teach the Lesson

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have greater reverence for the law. The 


most impressive evidence of the immutabil- 


ity of God’s law is that Jesus Christ died 
on Calvary that the lawbreaker might be 
justified, and that'a guilty sinner might 
stand cleared before God. Jesus Christ our 
Saviour, for you and me, fully met every 
demand of the law against sin, and paid 
its penalty (Rom. 3: 19-27). 

Sometimes people break God’s laws and 
seem to “get away with it.” Apparently 
they go right ahead without punishment; 
they actually seem to flourish in it. “Be 
not deceived; God is not mocked: for 
whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap. For he that soweth to his flesh 
shall of the flesh reap corruption; but he 
that soweth to the Spirit shall of the Spirit 
reap life everlasting.” That is one of God’s 
laws expressed in Galatians 6:7, 8. Sooner 
or later the law will demand its penalty. 
And even before a lawbreaker ‘gets caught 
and is haled before the court, there is an 
“inside officer” who sometimes gets him. 

Down inside every fellow’s “heart” there 
is a pesky little “prosecuting attorney.” If 
he hung out his “shingle” it would read 
like this: “M. Y. Conscience, Attorney- 
at-law.” Lawbreakers have been known 
to escape the officers and the courts and 
make their way into far countries, there to 
start life all over again and even to win 
the respect of their new neighbors by clean, 
straight living; but that “prosecuting at- 
torney” went with them and would not 
let them alone, finally bringing them to 
judgment. A man recently returned to one 
of the Eastern states, after an absence .of 
twenty years on the Pacific Coast, vol- 
untarily confessed to a death penalty crime 
and gave himself up. This is not an un- 
common occurrence. Judas Iscariot had 
no need to fear arrest for what he did, 
but that relentless “prosecuting attorney” 
went after him so hard that he hung him- 
self to be rid of him. 

There is no sort of magic or “good luck” 
that will stay the hand of judgment, nor 
that will bring peace until the penalty has 
been paid to broken law. In a recent not- 
able marriage it was reported that the 
bridegroom on arriving at the castle. where 
the honeymoon should be spent, picked up 
his bride in his arms and carried her across 
the threshold; and because he accomplished 
this without stumbling, it was said that, 
according to tradition, they would live hap- 
pily ever after. We cannot help but wish 
that it might be so; but the tradition is 
only a romantic fancy. Only as one keeps 
God’s law can he hope to be happy or make 
others so. “The law of the Lord is per- 
fect, converting the soul: the testimony of 
the Lord is sure, making wise the simple. 
The statutes: of the Lord are right, rejoic- 
ing the heart: the commandment of the 
Lord is pure, enlightening the eyes. The 
fear of the Lord is clean, enduring for 
ever: the judgments of the Lord are true 
and righteous altogether. More to be de- 
sired are they than gold, yea, than much 
fine gold: sweeter also than honey and the 
honeycomb.- Moreover by them is thy 
servant warned: and in keeping of them 
there is great reward” (Psa. 19: 7-11).

The principles back of the Ten Com- 
tiinonliciaaiie were known to the Jews and to 
other men before Sinai. But at Sinai the 
commandments became the basis of the cove- 
nant God made with a nation, and here for 
the first time they were gathered into this 
matchless summary. 

2. Our Lord himself, in the Sermon on the 
Mount, reveals the inner spiritual character 
of the commandments, showing that they can 
be kept only by supreme love to God and 
to our neighbor. 

3. The tenth (Rom. 7:7). This is the one 
command that refers to the inward desire. 
Thé others might be kept in an outward way; 
and yet the true spiritual meaning of each 
requires the inward keeping by the heart’s 
desires. 

4. They tried to attain to the righteousness 
of the law, or the righteousness by works 
and not by faith, stumbling at the stumbling- 
stone (Rom. 9: 31, 32). 

5. The first commandment forbids polythe- 
ism, teaching that there is one true and living 
God. The second forbids eS teaching 
that God is Spirit and must be worshiped in 
spirit and in truth. Some of the heathen 
worshiped the sun and the moon, without 
using idols. Israel made idols, and claimed 
that these idols represented Jehovah. If one 
is broken the other is broken in the essential 
spirit of the commandment. 

6. They put to death the Son of God, their 
Messiah; they robbed God of the offerings 
due him (Mal. 3:8); they bore false witness 
against the Lord Jesus. 

7. It could not save; it could not make 
alive, so as to make possible: the keeping of 
the law-; it could not justify a man who had 
broken the law but mu condemn him; it” 
could not make holy. 

8. To love God with all our heart and to 
love our neighbor as ourselves sum up _ the 
requirements of the Ten Commandments. John 
gives two commandments for Christians: to 
believe in Christ and to love one another (1 
John 3:23). We express our love for God 
by faith in Christ as Saviour and Lord. 

9. All ten commandments are referred to in 
the New Testament. The command to keep 
the Sabbath is not referred to in the Epistles, 
and some have argued from this that the 
Christian has nothing to do with it. 

10. From the days of the apostles, the first 
day, seal of the new creation, was observed 
instead of the seventh, seal of the old crea- 
tion. The Gentiles never kept the Jewish 

Sabbath, and if they were to do so we _ 
expect an express command for this.

OME years ago a missionary gave a 

Scripture portion to a heathen young 
man, telling him that it was part of God’s 
Word, and that it had been written many 
hundreds of years ago. In a short time 
the young man came back to the mission- 
ary in great agitation and indignation. 
“You tell me this is God’s Word written 
long ago. This Book written by some- 
body who know me, for it tell me what I 
am.” 
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One of the evidences that God’s Word 
is not the work of mere men is that to all 
ages and races it reveals the heart of man 
just as it is. As we study the records of 
the patriarchs of old, David, Solomon, 
and of the characters of the New Testa- 
ment, over and over we are impressed 
with the fact that they came far short of 
what God had a right to expect of them. 
God’s faithfulness stands out in sharp con- 
trast to the frequent weaknesses and. un- 
faithfulness of those upon whom he show- 
ered his love and blessing. 

And when we ourselves face the mirror 
of God’s Word and ask ourselves, “How 
much moral fiber do we have?” if we are 
honest we shall have to confess in sadness 
and shame, “None!” Our greatest mo- 
ments of victory over temptation and sin 
have been swallowed up by bitter and 
overwhelming defeat, until, with Paul, we 
have had to cry out, “The good that I 
would I do not: but the evil which I 
would not, that I do” (Rom. 7:19) and, 
conclude with that cry of despair, “O 
wretched man that I am! who shall de- 
liver me from the body of this death?” 
(Rom, 7: 24.) 

Oh, of course, we have doubtless told 
ourselves, we have not slipped into gross 
sin. Friends and acquaintances doubtless 
have considered us exemplary Christians. 
But in our heart of hearts we have known 
many failures, and we have realized that, 
had the issue been merely that of our 
moral -fiber, we would have failed many 
times more. 


se 


But if we, with Paul, have gotten to 
this place of realizing our own moral 
bankruptcy, let us thank God, for until 
God can get us here he cannot do much 
for us. As long as we merely want him 
to be our helper, our Christian experience 
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will be an up and down one. When Paul 
finally faced up and recognized and ad- 
mitted his own inadequacy, God led him 
on to. the realization that the Lord- Jesus 
wanted to be not merely his helper but 
his very life. Where Faul’s moral fiber 
had cracked and crumbled time and again, 
he saw that he needed the moral fiber 
of the Son of God himself if he was to 
withstand all the fiery darts of the enemy. 
Paul saw that what he never could do 
with sin, God had done with it in the per- 
son of the Lord Jesus, who reckoned with 
sin upon the cross. Paul found that his 
self nature, that before he had never been 
able to kill, had. been crucified with Christ, 
and that, in its place, God had given him 
a new nature over which sin need have 
no dominion. Hence Paui could. say, “I 
live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me” 
(Gal. 2:20).

How much moral fiber do we have 
then? None of our own that is worth 
speaking about, and yet,—marvelous as 
it is,—we have the moral fiber of the 
Lord Jesus himself pefore whom Satan 
quailed in the desert, in whom Satan found 
nothing in the garden, and by whom Satan 
was utterly defeated on the cross, 

Let us reckon then upon this new nature, 
the very nature of the strong Son of God; 
that sin may not therefore reign in our 
mortal bodies, and that we may not-yield our 
members as instruments of unrighteous- 
ness unto sin, but that we may yield our- 
selves unto God, as those that are’alive 
from the dead, and our members as. in- 
struments of righteousness unto God (Rom. 
63 a): ig).

» $1.75.) To read the old, old Story of re- 


deeming Love in rhyme and rhythm will 
be to many a: new-and delightful experi- 
ence. Canto I of this 200-page poem 
sounds the first key in ine divine octave, 
that of the eternal Christ; Canto II takes 
up the second beautiful note, the Christ 
incarnate. Thus with siow and stately 
measure the song moves on, telling of the 
earthly life of our Lord, the dying Saviour, 
then the risen and glorified Lord. Nor 
is the final note forgotten, for Miss Neg- 
ley plays long and sweetly on the upper C 
of Christ’s Second Advent. Then her pen 
continues the theme of redemption in a 
series of poem-sermons which deal with the 
creation, fall of man, salvation by grace 
alone, the problem of affliction, and lastly, 
with immortality and the New Jerusalem 
life.

it came to be written?) Mr. Tullar com- 
posed the music one evening, and the very 
next morning came a ietter from Mrs.

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containing the poem: “I discovered,” 
writes Mr. Tullar, “that it exactly fitted 
my music written the night before . . . 
no word of the poem nor note of the music 
needed to be changed.” The rest of the 
story is told in this little book, which also 
contains stories of many other of Mr. Tul- 
lar’s hymns and an autobiographical sketch 
of his own life. 

Life was hard for Mr. Tullar in younger 
days, but the trials of his youth and an- 
other severe testing time in recent years 
have been turned to good account. Per- 
haps they explain the sweetness of his 
hymns, like the fragrance of crushed 
flowers. His mother died when he was 
two years old, and for some time his father 
carried him on his back as he went from 
village’ to village in New England selling 
books. As a young man he became a 
drunkard, but he was led to Christ through 
the prayers and loving persistence of a 
devoted Christian woman with whom he 
boarded. As the autobiography passes from 
the clouds of earlier years to the better 
times, filled with the sunshine of God’s 
love, one reads of multitudes of evangelistic 
meetings, souls won for Christ, and thou- 
sands of miles covered in the Lord’s serv- 
ice. 

A unique feature of this book is the re- 
lation between it and Mr. Tullar’s five 
books of hymns. After each hymn story 
in this volume are the initials of one of 
the song books in which the hymn will be 
found. The full titles, explaining the ini- 
tials; are given in the Foreword. 

“Tullar’s Song Treasury” ($1.50), for 
example, attractively bound in blue fabri- 
koid like the collection of stories, and with 
a page size of about 10% by 8 inches, con- 
tains over 140 hymns, including 56 of which 
the stories are given in the companion 
volume. The stories in the smaller volume 
are given in the same order.as the hymns 
in the larger book. 

Hymns mean so much more when the 
circumstances surrounding the writing of 
the words and the composing of the music 
are known. Those who have known and 
loved Mr. Tullar’s hymns will welcome his 
own impressive story of his life and his 
memory pictures back of the hymns them- 
selves. 


Tabernacle Talks. By Edith: Goreham 
Clarke. (Thynne and Co., Ltd., 28-30 
Whitefriars St., Fleet St., E. C. 4, London, 
England, one shilling.) Much spiritual 
teaching in the Word of God is typified 
in the wonderful structure known as the 
Tabernacle in the wilderness. (This will 
be studied in the Sunday school lesson for 
August 22.) A well known worker with 
children and young people has brought out 
the riches of this portion of Scripture in 
a remarkable little book.

From this inquiry grew a com- 

plete study of the Tabernacle and all its

accurate model, studying from the Bible 

the spiritual significance of every part. 

Much of the book is in conversations be- 

tween the teacher and his boys. 

It will be a surprise to many Christians

rally linked with this greatest of all object 
lessons. As a book to read, it is interest- 
ing, enjoyable, and truly heart-warming. 


Torch and Sword. By Evelyn M. Mc- 
Clusky. (Miracle Book Club, 418 Forty- 
first St., Oakland, Calif., paper cover, 75 
cents.) “The Miracle Book Club is mean- 
ing so much to young people who have 
entered into its teaching, but we are pray- 
ing that each locality may be more and more 
reached, that others may have this rarest 
of opportunities in our generation really to 
learn what God has to say.” So writes 
one who has come into contact with the 
work and knows of the blessing it is bring- 
ing to many students. 

Mrs. McClusky, who writes “Your Class 
of Girls” each week in the Tres, takes 
her title from the undeniable fact that 
young people today are stumbling in the 
dark. God needs Christians so yielded 
to him that he can burn like a torch within 
them, that others seeing the blazing fire 
may walk in the light of it. Christ him- 
self is that Light, that Torch. They need 
also the Sword. The Sword means vic- 
tory. Christ is the Victor, and will bless 
his own Word as his witnesses use it, 
pricking others who need to feel its touch 
as they have done. That Sword is tried 
and tested and found perfect. 

Here we find, in easy, conversational style, 
the story of the beginning of the Miracle 
Book Club, the life of its Founder, and 
God’s leading in her life; and a descrip- 
tion of the work, plan, and insignia of the 
Club. Dozens of incidents from real life 
enliven the pages, with revealing glimpses 
of interesting and attractive personalities. 
But through it all runs like a thread of 
gold the power and attractiveness of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. There is much real 
study of the Word woven in also, and it 
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is shown as meeting every situation and 
making provision for every need. 

The sentences are often short and crisp, 
as quick and incisive as a sword thrust, 
calculated to stab wide-awake the desultory 
thinking of many. It will also attract and 
hold the attention of modern young people, 
accustomed to taking almost everything 
but their pleasures in tabloid form. It is 
a book both for leaders and for the young 
people themselves.
